NEGOTIATIONS 
ON PRISONER 
ISSUE BROKEN 


Munsan, Korea, April 
25—(IP) 


—The U.N. Command tonight pro- 
posed a full-dress meeting Sunday 
of Allied and Communist armistice 
delegations. The surprise move 
came six hours after the Commun- 
ists broke off secret negotiations 
on how to exchange prisoners of 
war. 


The U. N. gave no reason for 


suggesting a plenary session. 
• The Communists called off the 
secret prisoner negotiations after 
the U. N. Command announced it 
would return less than' half the 
Reds captured in Korea. 


The effect of the Red action was 


to remove the veil of secrecy from 
negotiations. 


The prisoner talks were recessed 


at the request of Col. George 
Hickman, who said the U. N. Com- 
mand wanted to reassess its posi- 
tion in the light of developments. 


Neither side suggested truce 


talks were in total collapse. But 
grim Allied negotiators made no 
effort to mask the seriousness of 
the situation. 


The Communists did not reply 


Immediately to the request lor a 
full-dress session. 


The five-man truce teams of ad- 


mirals and generals have not met 
since mid-February. 


They still face three big hurdles 


to an armistice: U. N. demands for 
voluntary repatriation of prison- 
ers and a ban on airfield construc- 
tion, and Communist nomination 
of Russia as a neutral inspector. 


The Reds ended the secrecy on 


prisoner talks six days after be- 
ing told that only 70,000 of 159,000 
prisoners of war and civilian in- 
ternees wanted to return to the 
Communists.

N. Command proposes to return 
only 70,000" prisoners.

Jackson, Mich., April 
25—(.ff) 


—Officials of riot-wrecked South- 
ern Michigan prison moved today 
Ho tighten their control over the 
overflow inmate population and 
guard against any future mutiny. 


A convica rebellion ended yes- 


terday .only after the mutineers 
won their demands for 11 specific 
prison reforms. 


However, state officials empha- 


sized that the rioters still 
face 


prosecution for crimes committed 
during the rebellion. 


Gov.' G. Mermen Williams point- 


ed out that as far as punishment 
went, the mutineers were promised 
only that there would be no repris- 
als by members of the state de- 
partment of correctio.sn 


And prison authorities said no 


reprisals were needed to restore 
law and order in the world's larg- 
est walled prison. 


As a condition 
of 
surrender, 


leaders of the 
five-day 
mutiny 


voluntarily returned to cellblock 
15—the Infamous disciplinary cen- 
ter where they seized a total of 
13 guards as hostages to pressure 
their'demands for changes and 
held -eight of them to the end. 


In this block all but a few of 


the privileges which normally go 
with prison life are taken away 


And, 
from sad experience, pre- 


cautions were ordered against any 
slipups such as the one which led 
to the revolt by some 170 of the 
prison's 6,500 occupants. A rookie 
guard was seized Sunday night by 
Jack (Crazy Jack) Hyatt, a psy- 
chopathis long-term 
robber, to 


touch off mutiny.

Restaurants, Boarding Houses, Taverns, 
Hotels, Etc., Must Post Ceiling Prices 


Washington, April 25 — (£>) — Restaurants, boarding houses, tav- 


erns, hotels and hot dog stands must post publicly today their ceiling 
prices for food and drinks. 


. The Office of Price Stabilization (OPS) said the price posting 


order affects more than a half million establishments serving 70 mil- 
lion meals a day and doing more than 12 billion dollars of business a 
year. 


Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall said that through the posting of 


prices their customers now will be 
able to see the maximum prices* 
they should pay. 


The posters also will be a pro- 


tection 
for restaurants 
against 


possible unfair accusations con- 
cerning prices they 
charge, he 


said. 


The ceilings which restaurants, 


taverns and the like must post are 
the highest prices they charged 
during the week of last Feb. 3-9. 


The ceilings will remain fixed un- 


til OPS authorizes changes which 
will be based primarily on signific- 
ant movements in the wholesale 
food price index of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 


There will be one exception. Es- 


tablishments which on April 7— 
when the price freeze became ef- 
fective—were charging prices low- 
er than the Feb. 3-9 period have 
until June 1 to determine their ni»w 
ceilings. 


Separate posters must show food 


items and non-alcoholic beverages, 
and alcoholic and malt beverages. 
If less than 40 food

30 KILLED IN 
TURRET BLAST 
ONA.CRUISER 


Tokyo, Saturday, April 26—(IP) 


—Thirty American seamen were 
killed in an explosion in a gun tur- 
ret on the Cruiser St. Paul off 
Korea ^Monday. The 
Navy, 
an- 


nouncing that today, called it the 
worst naval disaster of the Korean 
war. 


The Navy said a "gun powder 


fire of undetermined origin" set 
off the explosion in an 8 inch for- 
ward turret. A board is investigat- 
ing. 


-The St. Paul is commanded by 


Capt. Roy A. Gano of Falls Church 
Va. She is the flagship of Rear 
Adm. Earl E. Stone, commander 
of Cruiser Division One. 


The St. Paul was firing on 


Communist positions on the Kor- 
ean east coast. It continued fir- 
ing after the blast and still is in 
Korean waters. 


Communist shore guns were not 


firing at the American warship. 


The "blast rocked 
the heavy 


cruiser. All 30 victims were killed I 
the Navy said, most by asphyxia- 
tion due to burning gases. There 
were no injuries. All victims were 
in the turret. 


The worst previous naval dis- 


aster of this war was June 21 
when the U. S. Destroyer Walke 
hit a mine off Wonsan. Twenty- 
six were killed and 40 wounded.

ARGUE COURT 
CANNOT ISSUE 
INJUNCTION 


Washington. April S3— (*) — 


The government's chief lawyer in 
the steel seizure case argued to- 
day that "the president ia ac- 
countable only to the country" and 
is not limited by the constitution. 


This contention by Assistant At- 


torney General Holmes Baldrldga 
brought from Federal Judge A. 
Pine the comment: "I never heard 
that expressed before." 


Baldriuge had just said that 


the constitution "limited the legis- 
lative branch, limited the judicial 
branch but did not limit the ex- 
ecutive branch." 


As Baldrldge developed hta argu- 


ment, It waa plain he was using 
"limited" in the sense that the 
president's powers •were 
not re- 


stricted, or limited, to those speci- 
fically set out in the constitution. 


Pine is hearing In U. S. District 


Court the plea from the steel in- 
dustry for a court order against 
what It contends was

Truman's "wholly Illegal and un- 
constitutional'' seizure 
order of 


April 8. 


Baldridge argued that the court 


was without power to issue Jbch 
an order. 


The hearing began yesterday.

constitution for his April 9 seizure 
order. The jurist appeared totally 
unconvinced by the answers he 
got.

In a reasonably accurate sense, Pennsylvania's 


presidential pnmar\ \vas Illinois in reverse. 


Senator Taft won Illinois overwhelmingly against 


Harold Stassen, the only other candidate on the bal- 
lot. 
General Eisenhower took Pennsylvania in sweep- 


ing style, again swamping Stassen, his sole ballot 
opponent. 
^^ 
In Illinois, Eisenhower polled upwards of 135,000 


in write-in votes. In Pennsylvania, Taft collected 
close to 130,000 write-ins. Taft's percentage of the 
Illinois vote was 73, against Eisenhowers ll.per cent. 
Ike's share of the Pennsylvania Republican total was 
76, against Taft's 13 per cent. 


Both write-in showings were creditable under the 


circumstances. There was more surface evidence of 
campaign effort behind Ike's Illinois write-in than 
behind Taft's in Pennsylvania. But not all campaign 
work meets the eye, and it is possible some pretty 
earnest vote-drumming was done by the Taft forces 
in Pennsylvania. 


The only fair conclusion to draw is that Illinois 


proved itself good Taft territory and Pennsylvania 
showed solid Eisenhower leanings. 


It is too bad these two candidates were not 


actually matched on the ballot in both states, since 


, a fair test would then have been had in two of the 
-=most populous sectors of the country. 


Eisenhower was kept off the Illinois ballot be- 


, cause his campaign leaders considered it an unfav- 
• orable state. "Taft was held off the ballot in Penn- 


sylvania for much the same reason. 


We may discount the senator's statement that 


he stayed out because the result of the popularity 
test was not binding on delegates. Neither is it in Il- 
linois, New Hampshire or West Virginia—all states 
Taft chose to enter. 


Illinois and Pennsylvania do not quite cancel each 


other. Taft won 59 of 60 GOP delegates in Illinois, 
because the officially unpledged winners are actually 
pro-Taft organization candidates. 


It's another story in Pennsylvania, where Gov- 


ernor Fine and the Grundy-Owlett organization con- 
trol some 60 of the unpledged delegates and have not 
yet committed them to any candidate. Despite Ike's 
victory, Taft still may come out with a big chunk of 
that delegate strength. 


Eisenhower's parallel triumph in New York is of a 


slightly different order. He has been conceded the 


: great bulk of New York's 96 GOP delegates all along, 
| though Taft people have now and then claimed as 


i many as 20. Ike supporters won all but a few of the 


11 disputed berths, and thus tlie general will have 
close to 90 additional votes at Chicago. 


Fairly it may be said that Pennsylvania and 


New York ran true to form. 
They brought the 


GOP race closer to the decisive stage, but they did 
not tip the scales either way.

TTTASHINGTON—(NBA)—Retiring congressmen, like Texas Sen. 


Tom Connally, can draw pensions up to three-fourths of their 


base pay, or up to $9375 a year, if they have contributed to the con- 
gressional pension plan and paid up back premiums for all their early 
years of service. 


This congressional pension plan was passed as part of the Con- 


gressional Reorganization Act of 1946. It provides for payment of 
6 per cent of pay as annual premium. For earlier years of congres- 
sional service, before the pension act was passed, payments of 6 per 
cent per year plus interest at 4 per cent, compounded annually, must 
be made to get full benefits.

Grass Checks Soil Losses 
in Farmland Waterways 


Craned waterway* MM 


proved their worth ia Iowa 
the w«t •prtne of 1091. according *o 
Marvin A. Anderson to "Cropa and 
Soils" for February. Not only did 
they tie down th* soil te. natural 
channels, where water runs oft the 
alopea, but they al*o slowed up fee 
water and prevented 


Fanner* whe had eotabllahea' 
greued waterway* to previoiu 
year* were able te eroas natural 
water eounea with machinery and 
didn't have to drive around cuDlei. 
or farm to patches because at 
dltehe* »nd washout*. In jhwl 
graued waterways saved time, 
trouble and soil to a delayed, wet 
planting 


Converting a guDy to a water- 


way that halts erosion requires 
planning and work. Late summer 
or early fall is usually the best 
time to do the Job. Moisture condi- 
tions are better then, the cooler 
season is more favorable for growth 
of the grass seeding and more time 
Is usually available to do the work. 


Regardless of how a waterway la 
built, the finished product should 
be a wide, flat-bottomed water 
course. The width of the bottom 
should vary -with the steepness of 
the 'field and the size of the area 
drained. One common fault is 
getting the waterway too narrow. 
The minimum width should be 1 
rod for adequate protection and 
ease of maintenance. Many water- 
ways will be 2 to 3 or more rode 
Wide. 


Keep in mind that a good water- 


way must have a heavy growth ol 
perennial grasses. There arc a num- 
ber of grasses that may be used. 


"Where bromcgrass ia adapted it 


makes one of the best all-around 
waterway grasses, especially on fer- 
tile soils. Kentucky bluegross is 
good, but it is clow to start Timo- 
thy is quick-starting but docs not 
provide as much protection as 
other grasses. Redtop starts quickly 
and grows well under a wide range 
of conditions. It does well on wet 
and Infertile soils. Alt a and Ky 31 
fescues are well suited to wet soils 
and are easy to establish. Reed 
canary-grass is an excellent Bod- 
Cormiiig grass that proves valu- 
able in wet areas where frequent 
flooding IB a problem. It may -be 
grown from seed like the other 
jrasses. 


Usually it is best to seed a mlx- 
ure of two or three of these grasses 
it about double the normal field

be included except in smal

Waterways can be started te the 


spring when a field !s going Int 
corn, although It usually require 
more time and work. Corn can b< 
broadcast at the rate of 3 to 
bushels per acre in the prepare* 
waterway at cornplanting time 
The growth will provide quick pro- 
tection. Then in August it can be 
disked down to make a mulch to 
protect the fall-seeded grasses. 
Sudangrass or sorghum can be used 
in the same way, but their lite fall 
growth offers competition for the 
new seeding.
